He said the aides will be 
distributed throughout the six 
schools and “will work with 
small group s and individual

instructional design which the 


teacher has formulated in the 
classroom.” He said aides help 
with 
classroom 
activities, 
allowing the teacher to deal 
with students on a one-toone 
basis, when needed “They will 
also help the teacher recognize 
and deal with p roblems in 
desegregation,” he said 
The two counselors will deal 
with students p ersonally 
to 
rectify p roblems "which are the 
direct results of desegregation.” 
he said. 
The remedial reading teacher 
will be p laced at Heber Hunt,

Dear Dr. Lamb — If a blood 
test shows no sign of gout why 
would there still be a swelling in 
the first joints of the fingers and 
much tenderness? Perhap s I am 
incorrect but I thought that was 
a sign when y ou had this kind of 
gouty arthritis?

Gout can 
cause swelling of almost any 
joint, but certainly it is not the 
only cause for swelling As far 
as the fingers are concerned, 
the joint at the knuckle and the 
middle joint may swell from 
rheumatoid arthritis, eventually 
resulting 
in sp indle 
shap ed 
fingers. The end j« nt may swell 
and 
develop 
small 
bump s, 
known as Heberden's node as a 
variant 
of 
o steo a rth ritis 
(denegenerative arthritis). This 
form of arthritic change is 
p articularly ap t to occur in 
women and may not be related 
to severe 
arthritic 
changes 
elsewhere in the body . 


One simp ly does not have 
gout with a comp letely normal 
uric acid level, p rovided the test 
is done accurately .

morous vein, members of the 
Senate defeated a measure al­ 
lowing television broadcasts of 
ex ecutions in the state's gas 
chamber, while the House ten­ 
tatively ap p roved a bill which 
p laces restrictioas on national 
banks 
The broadcast measure, in­ 
troduced by Sen. Lawrence 
Lee. D-St Louis, amounted to 
an amendment to a bill reduc­ 
ing from 21 to 18 the age of-a 
p erson before he or she can 
witness an ex ecution. 
It is one of many bills which 
are try ing to modernize the 
state’s laws concerning 18 -y ear- 
olds 
Lee said the broadcasting of 
ex ecutions would help reduce 
crime throughout the state. 
The banking bill would p enal­ 
ize national banks which fail to 
follow rules which govern Mis­ 
souri banks. 
Rep . Gene Cop eland authored 
the bill and said it is the only 
way to control certain p ractices 
by the large national banks 
which many Missourians feel 
break state statutes. 
One such p ractice some ob­ 
ject to is the establishment of 
an Electronic Funds Tranfer 
Sy stem. Many maintain such a 
sy stem rep resents branch bank­ 
ing, which many legislators op ­ 
p ose. 
The New Madrid Democrat 
also said national banks have

est rates on loans. 
He could not say how much 
p ublic money is now dep ostied 
in national banks.

— Br(X)m-closet scholars are 
being caught by P a c ific 
Lutheran University through 
a program designed to cut 
red tape and footwork and 
get housewives into the 
classrooms. 
Whether women enroll in 
the university or elect to 
pursue nonacademic goals, 
the PLU program is designed 
for women — usually tho.se 
with grown children — who 
want to re-examine what they 
have done in life and where 
they want to go. 
It is not a rarity to see 
older men or women on col­ 
lege campu.ses. but this pro­ 
gram is aimed at finding 
women who would like to try 
it but are afraid 
“ A lot of women who have 
never finished their college 
degree, or never attended 
coUege are saying. “ 1 want to 
go back to work and I want to 
do something as interesting 
as my husband’s job or my 
children’s schools,” said Dianne 
Lee, 
coordinator 
of 
the 
program. 


The university offers two 
program s, a three-week 
workshop for determining 
future goals, and an 11-week 
class introducing potential 
students to the major sub­ 
jects taught. 


“ One w om an in the 
workshop decided she liked 
traveling,” said Ms. Lee. who 
prefers the feminist designa­ 
tion. ’’She had always liked it 
and had often planned trips 
for friends In the back of her 
mind there was the dream of 
being a travel agent. We told 
her to go out and interview 
some agents to see what the 
job was like. She came back 
with two job offers and has 
»been working ever since.” 


The 11-week course carries 
two semester credits. Classes 
meet once a week for three 
hours. A woman teaches it 
and each week two professors 
'from campus appear to give 
’a pitch about their specialty. 


“ The profes.sors like it be- 
•cause they are talking to per- 
«sons their own age. and it is a 
!challenge to capsulize their

Fiv e HSA’s hav e been set up in 
Misso uri 
to 
co mply 
with 
the 
Natio nal 
Health 
Planning 
and 
Reso urces Dev elo pment act, which 
President Fo rd signed into law a 
y ear ago . Pettis is included in the 
6 0-co unty Area 2 HSA, which is by 
far 
the 
largest 
in 
terms 
o f 
geo graphical area and the seco nd 
laigest in po pulatio n o f the fiv e. 


Each HSA is go v erned by a gro up 
o f aro und 30 members, co nsisting 
o f “ co nsumers” and “ pro v iders” o f 
health care serv ices. The HSAs, in 
turn, repo rt to a state Health Care 
Co o rdinating Co uncil, with the 
State 
Department 
o f 
So cial 
Serv ices acting as a State Health 
Planning 
and 
D ev elo pm ent 
Agency . The drawing up o f “ health 
sy stems plans” o n area and state 
lev els and the determinatio n o f 
who is to get federal mo ney , and 
fo r what purpo ses, are majo r 
functio ns o f these agencies. 


At the end o f the line is the 
Department o f Health, Educatio n 
and 
Welfare, which will issue 
federal guidelines, rev iew state 
plans and hand o ut the mo ney . 


The who le co ncept behind this 
ex tensiv e administrativ e netwo rk is 
to replace sev eral ex isting pro ­ 
grams thro ugh which federal funds 
are parceled o ut to state and lo cal 


lev els. But so far, reactio n o n these 
lev els has been so mething less than 
enco uraging. 


So mething o f an urban-rural split 
is already ev ident in the Area 2 
HSA, where the go v erning bo dy 
v o ted in Co lumbia last week (with 
o nly 18 o f 30 members present) to 
mo v e 
the 
headquarters 
fro m 
Marshall, where it had been set up 
in December, to a y et-unnamed 
lo catio n. 


The 
Natio nal 
Asso ciatio n 
o f 
Regio nal 
Co uncils, 
which 
represents elected o fficials acro ss 
the co untry , has anno unced that it 
will file suit nex t mo nth to get the 
entire 
federal 
law 
declared 
unco nstitutio nal. NARC maintains 
that the act v io lates the 10th 
Amendment to the Co nstitutio n by 
assigning to the federal go v ern­ 
ment prero gativ es that sho uld be 
the states’. 


Go v . Christo pher Bo nd, speaking 
in Sedalia 
earlier this mo nth, 
blasted the federal act fo r setting 
up just ano ther “ bureaucracy ” 
acco untable o nly to Washingto n, 
and said he ho ped it wo uld be 
repealed. 


The who le co ntro v ersy lo o ks like 
ano ther classic ex ample o f the 
pro blems that arise when Big 
Bro ther in Washingto n decides 
what is best fo r ev ery o ne else. 
There may be so me legitimate 
benefits to be deriv ed fro m the act, 
but at the 
mo ment they are 
difficult to see thro ugh the maze o f 
red tape.

WASHINGTON — No o ne wo uld listen 
to Cho u En-lai 30 y ears ago . This was a 
tragic mistake, which co st the U.S. billio ns 
o f do llars and tho usands o f liv es. 


Two bitter wars in Ko rea and Vietnam 
co uld hav e been av o ided, in my o pinio n, if 
the U.S. had o nly paid attentio n to Cho u. 


In tho se critical day s fo llo wing Wo rld 
War II, mo st Americans were listening to 
Chiang Kai-shek. The U.S. embassy in 
Chungking saw him as China’s man o f the 
future. The co rrespo ndents thro nged to his 
press co nferences. 


But because I was the lo wliest o f the 
co rrespo ndents in po stwar China, 1 was 
assigned to co v er Cho u En-lai. I fo und him 
at the end o f a slime-co v ered, co bblesto ne 
alley He o ccupied the lo wer flo o r o f a 
dingy 
ho use, 
which 
serv ed 
bo th 
as 
headquarters and liv ing quarters fo r the 
Chinese Co mmunist missio n in Chungking 


The windo ws were co v ered with greasy 
bro wn paper, which trapped stale co o king 
o do rs inside. To gain admittance, I wo uld 
identify my self thro ugh a speakeasy -sty le 
peepho le — a useless co nspirato rial ritual, 
since Chiang's secret po lice o ccupied the 
ro o m o v erhead. 


1 dro pped by regularly in search o f news. 
I v isited with Cho u in the priv acy o f his 
liv ing quarters. I talked with him o v er egg 
ro lls and mo o go o gai pan. 


It was the po litical wisdo m in tho se day s 
that the Russian and Chinese co mmunists 
were inseparable. But Cho u insisted .that 
Russia, because o f its pro x imity , was a 
menace to China. He kept repeating that 
China, if it sho uld co me under Co mmunist 
rule, wo uld want to cultiv ate friendship 
with America 


Cho u 
also 
co ntended 
that 
it 
was 
American suppo rt alo ne that kept Chiang 
in po wer. There was ev idence o f this in 
Chungking, ev idence, also that Chiang’s 


regime was tho ro ughly co rrupt. 


Its inev itable co llapse was less apparent 
to me at the time. I must admit, than it 
no w appears in retro spect. But there were 
unsung diplo mats in the U.S. embassy who 
fo resaw what was co ming 


In their diplo matic dispatches, they 
disputed the my th that the Red Chinese 
were co ntro lled by the Kremlin, and they 
warned that Chiang wo uld no t be able to 
defeat the Co mmunists in a civ il war. 


But 
Chiar^ 
ex erted 
an 
ino rdinate 
influence o v er the fo reign po licy o f the 
United States With o ne hand, he grabbed 
up billio ns wo rth o f U.S. aid; with the 
o ther, he passed back millio ns to U.S. 
po liticiaas, businessmen and hirelings. 


They fo rmed a pressure gro up that came 
to be kno wn as the China Lo bby . This 
gaggle o f Chiang suppo rts succeeded in 
creating a climate in Washingto n that 
equated criticism o f Chiang with treaso n 
against the U.S. 


The China Lo bby , fo r ex ample, go t 
behind the witch hunts o f the late Sen. 
J o seph Mc-Carthy . He zero ed in o n the 
diplo mats who had warned Chiang wo uld 
lo se China and accused them o f being 
Co mmunist sy mpathizers. One by o ne, they 
were cashiered o ut o f the Fo reign Serv ice. 


Chiang, meanwhile, o btained so me $2 
billio n in grants and credits between the 
end o f Wo rld War II and his defeat o n the 
Chinese mainland, plus ano ther $1 billio n 
in arms and ammunitio n. 


The mo re he was able to drain fro m the 
U.S. Treasury , the mo re he wo uld slip to 
the po liticians and businessmen o f the 
China Lo bby to help him get ev en bigger 
U.S. grants. And each time the co rruptio n 
went the full circle, the po c-kets o f the 
tax pay ers were a little thinner. 


While the U.S. po ured mo ney into China 
to bo lster Chiang, significantly , the So v iets 
were stripping Manchuria and carting o ff 


supplies that co uld hav e strengthened Mao 
Tse-tung Yet despite the fo rmidable U.S. 
suppo rt, Chiang’s ho ld o n China steadily 
deterio rated 


It was April, 19 49 , when Mao 's angry 
army swarmed acro ss the Yangtze Riv er 
and sent Chiang scurry ing to the safety o f 
Taiwan. The China Lo bby set up a ho wl 
that the U.S. 
had lo st China by no t 
pro v iding sufficient aid. The truth is that 
Chiang lo st China, and mo re than $3 billio n 
wo rth o f U.S. aid disappeared do wn the 
drain. 


It has been wisely said that tho se who 
igno re the lesso ns o f histo ry are do o med to 
repeat them. Thus, two decades later, the 
U.S. o nce again tried to bo lster with its 
billio ns a co rrupt dictato rship that was 
unable to defend itself 


Taking the lo west estimates, the U.S. 
pumped $140.3 billio n into the tangle o f 
jungle called Vietnam. The Russians and 
Chinese shipped $5.3 billio n in eco no mic 
aid to the riv al Co mmunists. Ano ther $3.9 5 
billio n 
was 
co ntributed 
in 
military 
assistance. 


In o ther wo rds the U.S. o utspent Russia 
and China in Vietnam by 15 times. But the 
mo st dramatic measure was in blo o d, no t 
cash. No t a single Russian o r Chinese 
so ldier, so far as we co uld learn, fo ught in 
the field fo r the No rth Vietnamese. But 
56 226 
Americans 
died 
and 
153,6 54 
Americans were wo unded fighting fo r the 
So uth Vietnamese. 


Still, the U.S. clients lo st the war. And 
o nce again, billio ns wo rth o f U .S supplies 
went do wn the drain. 


The co st o f the Ko rean ami Vietnam 
wars has been stupendo us. The terrible lo ss 
co uld hav e been av erted if Washingto n had 
listened to Cho u En-lai. No w he is dead, 
and Washingto n belatedly is listening.

Ro ckefeller. The o y sters were all harv ested 
during a mo nth witho ut an R in it. 


“ But isn’t that dangero us?’’ I asked. 


She didn’t say any thing We walked alo ng 
and so meo ne was whipping up a cake. “ We 
test all o ur cakes right here.’’ 


The pastry chef was po uring in an entire 
bo x o f cy clamates. 


Ms. Mataharry go t v ery angry and y elled 
at the chef, “ Didn’t y o u get the directiv e? 
All cy clamates hav e been declared safe. 
That means we are no t allo wed to use them 
any mo re.’’ 


She then to o k me o v er to a cupbo ard It 
was filled with canned v ichy ss« se. 


“ Remember the scandal a few y ears 
back abo ut bo tuUsm in v ichy ss« se? Well, 
we bo ught up the entire sto ck. Our agents 
say their v ictims can’t get eno ugh o f it." 


“ It lo o ks go o d eno ugh to eat,” I said. 


“ I wo uldn’t if I were y o u.” She reached 
into a so up kettle and gav e a teaspo o n o f it 
to a white rat who staggered fo r a few 
mo ments and then keeled o v er. 


“ That’s fantastic,” I said 


“ I think it needs mo re salt,” she said. 
Then she to o k me o v er to a co unter. 
“ Here’s so mething I think y o u might be 
interested in. It’s a fo rtified breakfast 
cereal with v itamins, minerals, dried fruit 
and a special po wder that will make y o ur 
hair fallo ut ” 


“ Yo u peo ple here really kno w y o ur 
stuff.” 


“ My jo b is to see that the CIA do esn’t get 
cheated when we buy so mething. Fo r 
ex ample the o ther day we o rdered fro zen 
pizza that was suppo sed to be sprinkled 
with lead.

the

co ntents o f the pizza 


Ms. Mataharry said the co nsumer affairs 
adv iser at the CIA was no t just co ncerned 
with fo o d. “ We also po lice drugs v ery 
clo sely . Fo r ex ample, the drug pe<^le were 
putting a to p o n their bo ttles of LSD so 
children co uldn’t o pen them. The pro blem 
was o ur peo ple in the field co uldn’t o pen 
them, either. So we had a law passed that 
bo ttle to ps o n any drugs o ffered fo r sale to 
the CIA had to hav e to ps o n them that a 3- 
y ear-o ld co uld o pen.” 


“ Yo u do go o d wo rk,” I said. 


“ This is interesting,” she said, taking me 
into a ro o m where eight peqple were 
scratching themselv es. “ We’re testing a 
new itching po wder that will driv e peo ple 
crazy .” 


“ Didn’t y o u hav e an itching po wder y o u 
were go ing to plant o n Castro ’’” 


“ Yes, but it didn’t do the jo b. We had to 
recall a millio n cans o f it. The co mpany 
that made it was fo rced by the co urt to pay 
fo r full-page adv ertisements say ing its 
pro duct co uld no t guarantee the fantastic 
itch it pro mised. If there is o ne thing the 
CIA insists o n, it’s truth in adv ertising.”

"1 don't want to sound overly 
optimistic," said Charles M. 
Neinas, commissioner of the 
Big Eight Athletic Conference 
"But the situation is better 
now than it was.” 
The creation of a fourth divi­ 
sion among members of the 
National Collegiate Athletic As­ 
sociation was considered by 


many the major issue at the 
NCAA's convention last week in 
St Louis. 
The 
divisions 
remain 
at 
three. The major football pow­ 
ers were frustrated in their ef­ 
forts to create a division of 
their own because, Neinas said, 
a majority vote of all three di­ 
visions was required 
The big-time football schools 
want their own division so that 
they can exert some control 
over their own destiny. The 
smaller schools, with little in­ 
terest in things like fielding a 
national football champion, but 
greatly

in 
saving 


money, support legislation and 
rules reflective of their inter­ 
ests 
Their greater numbers 
give them more votes 
Reorganization will be raised 
at the NCAA's next convention 
in January, 1977, and Neinas 
feels the major schools must 
start planning now to make 
their push 
"The same schools who ob­ 
jected to reorganization this 
year will probably object next 
year," said the Big Eight com 
missioner 
"It's obvious that 
the division I schools are going 
to have to establish a strong 
position if we're going to get a 


meaningful reorganization 
"We want some autonomy. 
We want to be unencumbered 
by people who don't have the 
same commitments, the same 
philosophies that we have 
Neinas indicated the major 
football powers have no master 
plan at the present for gaining 
acceptance 
of 
reorganization 
next year 
"But we re not just sleeping 
on it. either," he added 
We re 
not sitting on our hands. There 
were meetings before the St 
Louis convention and I'm sure 
there will be again 
"The Big Eight averaged al- 


most 53.000 attendance at home 
football games last year, 
he 
said "It's awfully difficult to 
sit there while someone who 
averaged maybe 3.000 tells you 
how your program should be 
run 


Neinas said the convention 
development most pleasing to 
the Big Eight was the vote to 
increase the number of pros­ 
pective athletes who can visit a 
school each year The number 
was increased from 75 to 95 in 
football and 12 to 18 in basket­ 
ball.
